REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In view of the 
previous amendments, the claimed invention is novel and unobvious over the prior art of 
Cheng, Frechet, Hodko, Ghodsian and Strizhkov. In particular, no prior art was found 
that teaches or suggests a method for amplification and detection of nucleotide 
sequences comprising detecting hybridization events on probe molecules immobilized 
at an analytical position on an array comprising a hydrophilic reaction layer and a 
microelectrode arrangement, wherein detected nucleotide sequences alter impedance 
of the microelectrode arrangement and wherein a label is excluded from the detected 
nucleotide sequences. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany an issue fee.
